SUBSTITUTE PRIMARY BILLS. 


Fight Will Open on Election Measures 


. at Madison Tonight. 


. Madison, Wis., April 10.—Two sub- 
stitutes for the Miller Primary Elec- 
tion bill, known as 73C, 'were intro- 
duced in the senate last evening. One 
was offered by Senator Hagemeister 
of Green Bay and provides for the ap- 
plication of the primary election prin- 
ciple 
to county offices only, all ju- 


dicial and city offices'being excepted. 
This sitbstitute has been agreed to in 
a, caucus of the stalwarts and will be 
passed at the1 sen,ate>on Thursday '-eve- 
ning. 
. 


The other substitute is by 'Senator, 


Kreutzer arid applies'the primary elec- 
tion principle to counties, but also 
calls ;for the election of delegates to 
all other conventions by a direct vote. 
It is not likely that the senate will 
adopt the Kreutzer bill.

Preparing for the Battle. 


The two factions in the senate have 


been, holding conferences from time to 
time today.

ens bill, held a meeting -and 'arranged 
the preliminaries for the big contest 
on the floor of the senateltonlght and 
tomorrow. 
It was agreed that there 


should be no filibustering but an hon- 
est and a fair flght.

substitute should first be taken up. It 
will be argued all-/this evening and 
part of Thursday evening, and the 
plan of the Stalwarts is then to kill 
it.

at Janesville,

Late dispatches indicate that Cuba

accepting the .conditions imposed by;

The Cuban coun- 


cil has rejected the Platt amendment, 
passed by the congress just before ad- 
journment. • This amendment provid- 
ed, among otHer things, that Cuba 
should not have the right to dispose 
of any portion of her territory to 
any foreign nation and that the Amer- 
ican government could step in at any 
time and protect the island against 
foreign invasion. .

Accidentally Slipped into the River 
and Was Drowned—An All Night 
Search 
far 
Mr. 
Badger 
Was 


Finally Rewarded, 


The dead body of Eugene Badger 


was taken from the race near the 
Rock River Woolen Company's mill 
at 5:20 o'clock this morning by James 
Sullivan, one- of the parties engaged 
in the search for him.. 


Badger was a young man twenty- 


eight years of age who came here 
from Lowell, Mass., some years ago 
and was employed as a carder in the 
lower cotton mill. 
He had no rela- 


tives in this part of the country and 
boarded-with Eugene Delisle, who lives 
on Race street near the mills. 


Badger has been missing 
since 


Sunday night but nothing was thought 
of it until a cap that he had on when 
he left was found floating in the race 
about three o'clock yesterday after- 
noon. 


As soon as the cap .was discovered 


a search for the body was instituted. 
A number of people armed with hooks 
and poles began dragging the race 
and the bulkhead gates were lowered 
the ^shut off the flow of water from 
the river into the race and the lower 
gates were opened to allow it to flow 
out into the river. 


On account of the high water in 


the river the water did not run out 
sufficiently for a thorough search to 
be made until after daylight. 
The 


search was then renewed and in a 
few moments Sullivan discovei-ed the 
body about midway between the old 
bridge that ran over to the old electric 
light plant and the bridge which runs 
from the office of the woolen mills 
to the mill. 


When found the body of Badger 


was lying on his face near a couple 
of stumps, with his feet sticking up 
into the air.

stump,

many or his comrades ia arms, and a 
multitude of people.

Franklin Simmons, who was knighted 
by King Humbert of Italy as a tribute 
to the artistic character of the work, 
also was

Tucker, a grandson of the honored war- 
rior, pulled the unveiling cord at 2:45 
o'clock. The folds of the large Ameri- 
can flag fell away and the dashing fig- 
ure of "Black Jack" Logan, seated on 
his charger, stood revealed, amid:a roar 
of cheering.that echoed far down the 
Intersecting streets and avenues. The 
president and members of the cabinet 
had been escorted to the statue by a 
military parade under command ot Col- 
onel Francis L. Guenther oiTtne rmirth 
United States artillery. The procession 
included detachments from the artil- 
lery and infantry arms of the regular 
army, a battalion of marines and a 
company of seamen from 
the navy

by Colonel Maxwell Woodhull, who 
(was General Logan's adjutant general 
during the civil war. 


President McKiulejr'8 Addreu. 


President McKinley received an ova- 


tion as he was introduced, and it was 
some time before he could begin his 
remarks.

The statue 
unveiled today proclaims our country's 
appreciation of one of her heroic sons 
Whose name is dear to the American 
people, the ideal volunteer soldier of 
two .wars, the eminent senator, and 
commoner, General John A. Logan. Lo- 
gan's career was unique. His distinction 
does 
ribt 
rest 
upon 
his military 


achievements alone. His services in the 
legislature of his own- state, in the na- 
tional house of representatives, and 
in . the senate of the United States 
would have given him an equally con- 
spicuous place in the annals of 
the 


country..He was great in the forum and 
In the field. Some names Instantly sug- 
gest a sentiment. That of Logan stands 
lor exalted patriotism. This was the 
key of his success. Party politics to 
him was nothing when the Union was 
in danger. When the alternative came 
he was' swift to dedicate his life and 
fortune to the party of Lincoln because 
tt stood for the indivisibility of the 
Union. How much he did to create and 
Increase the. sentiment of loyalty and 
patriotism among the people of his 
»wn state and throughout the nation 
•can never he told. He stood with Doug- 
las holding up the cause of the Union 
tnd offered his. own life as a cheerful 
sacrifice, If need be, for its preserva- 
tion. Logan was never half-hearted. 
A.n intense patriot,' he was also 
an 


Intense partisan. He was forceful in 
the senate, as he was undaunted in tat- 
tle. He had convictions and followed 
them to -their conclusions at any cost. 


• He was never a trimmer nor a lag- 


gard. He despised duplicity, .was the 
«oul of frankness, and always at' the 
front in every struggle, civil or mili- 
tary, during the years of his eventful 
life. He was a leader from boyhood, 
the recognized 
captain 
among his 


youthful associates."

Crew's Terrible Experiences on an 


Ocean Steamship. 


MOVING MOUNTAIN OF WATER. 


Huge Jims of the Sen Tower* Above 


the Endangered Temel—As It llrealo 


xDeekH Are Flooded and Sailors Terror- 
Strleken. 


Portland, Me., April 10.—The Thom- 


son line steamship Hackney, Captain 
Storms, has just arrived from Shields, 
and passed through probably the most 
remakable experience of any stea.m- 
ship 
this year. 
That she escaped 


foundering is little short of miracu- 
lous and the story told of the fearful 
power of the sea is almost beyond be- 
lief. The first part of the passage was 
very rough. Coming out of the Tyne, 
they encountered a fearful storm, and 
the ticklish passage through the Pent- 
land firth was effected with great diffi- 
culty. April 3 there was a hurricane 
of terrific force, and then the sea grew 
calmer. 


Ware Sweep* Over the Ship. 


Suddenly from midocean a monster 


wave, a tidal wave in the sea itself, 
rose up astern and towered.high above 
the 
apparently 
doomed 
steamship. 


There 
was 
no hope o£ 
escape, 
it 


seemed, to those who saw the great 
mountain of water. Forced clown under 
the enormous weight it fell and the 
steamer trembled 
and almost went 


clown. The great mass of water 
was 


hurled over her and swept everything 
before it. 
The iron chain box in the 


\\Tieelhouse, with its contents, weigh- 
ing over a ton, was lifted as if it had 
been the toy of a child, taken out 
through the hole the wave made in 
the house and swept overboard. The 
steel coverings of the wheelhov.se, fast- 
ened in a very solid way to the deck, 
were torn off. The top'of the wheel- 
house bulged up and was bent out of 
shape and -the aft and port sides were 
crushed in. 


Mussel ot Iron Curried Aw»r> 


The skylight on the- aft steering- 


house was swept away, and the sound- 
ing machine, a heavy mass of iron, was 
taken from the top of the house and 
carried forward to the'bridge. 
The 


stern lights disappeared, the starboard 
binnacle and wheelhouse were swept 
loose, the supports for the gratings of 
the wheelhouse were taken out and 
with them the fire buckets and railings 
mooring chock and flagpole. The cat- 
tle fittings went like a flash and were 
seen no more save as a floating mass 
of wreckage. The great wave had no 
companion. When it passed the danger 
was over, but for hours -the crew wait- 
ed, not knowing what else the storm 
had in store for them. The experience 
shook the nerves of the crew, and aft- 
er the wave passed the officers, had to 
go aft before any of the men could be 
induced to stir. They said it would be 
certain death to go forward. 


Seemed to Bine from the Bottom. 
Captain 'Storms is an old sailor, but 


he never had a like experience. He 
said the great wave seemed to ri;e 
from deep down in the ocean. For one 
fearful moment it towered high above 
the steamer and then swept on with 
terrible force. 
It was not thi result 


of the storm, all on board are very 
positive, but of some disturbance deep 
Sown under the waves.
